Jews that cannot establish a legal right 
of residence outside Its confines, the 
Russian government is now pursuing 
a close inquiry regarding those engaged 
in the drug business or who claim to be 
so engaged. 


The proprietors of the drug stores 


chiefly art? Jews and their employes as 
well as salesmen for drug houses, tra- 
veling In the interior, are now called 
upon not only to exhibit pharmaceuttc 
certificates, but to satisfy the authori- 
ties that they are actively occupied 
with the business for which they are 
licensed. These certificates are easily 
obtainable and held generally by drug- 
store employes and those traveling as 
pharamaceutical assistants and sales- 
men. Many Jews it is claimed by the 
government have established residences 
on the strength of their 
certificates 


and subsequently ceased to follow the 
profession or business. 
All such are 


now subject to expulsion. 


The owners of drug stores are being 


required to reduce their staffs of clerkm 
and apprentices 
In every 
instance 


where the authorities consider the num- 
ber of employes is out of proportion to 
the business done. Salesmen permitted 
by law to travel are compelled In doubt- 
ful cases to procure the bills of lading 
in proof of the actual business wWcn 
they are doing.

PERU NOW FOR PEACE. 


Negotiations for $30,000.000 


to Build Railroads 


Successful. 


1 New York, June 3.—The consumma- 
tion of the $XO,000,000 Chinese loan for 
railroad building by 
American 
and 


European backers is contingent upon 
the ability of the Chinese government 
to raise the money at home. This new. 
phase of the Chinese loan negotiations; 
was made known by H. P. Davlson, 
member of the firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., who was a passenger on the Lusi- 
tania from Europe today. 


"My negotiations in Paris in regard 


to the Chinese loan have been emi- 
nently successful," said Mr. Davison. 
"We have tentatively arranged for.a 
loan of $30,000.000 for the commence- 
ment of building operations of two 
• 


trunk line railroads In China, one run- 
ning north and south from Hankow to 
Canton and the other east, and west 
from Hankow to Scheuzean." 


Regarding the terms of the loan Mr. 


Davlson said: 


"That depends. Arrangements up to 


the present are merely tentative and 
are dependent upon whether the Chi- 
nese will be able to raise sufficient 
money in their own country or not 
The Chinese government has reserved 
to Itself the right of refusing to accept 
this loan provided they can raise suffi- 
cient funds at home."

nishing them entertainment from the 
stage. 
An outsider Is unable to un- 


derstand the currents of the mind of 
the reading public except as he may 
study the columns, the subjects and 
the methods of treating them that he 
finds in the modern, successful news- 
paper. 
Few 
newspaper proprietors 


have such patronage as to enable them 
to make their newspaper what they 
think a newspaper ought to be: .and 
they are obliged In their papers to 
consult that which they regard as the 
public taste and the public desire. 


Editors Could Improve. 


"While the editor occupies the posi- 


tion of an instructor of public taste 
and ought to exercise the function as 
such with more constancy and courage 
than he usually does, the limitations 
that there are upon him by reason of 
the public demaml, those of us who 


•ould criticize the press, hardly ap- 
preciate.
